family. These articles will 
discuss the necessity of a 
will nnd various methods of 
reducing the taxable portion 
of yotir estate. This month’s 
Article focuses on 1 the 
payment nf federal estate 
taxes nii an installment 
basis. 

The burden of paying fed- 
eral estate taxes is for more 
acute in the case of a farmer 
or rnnehor. This Is due to the 
fact that inflation has 
caused the value of his farm 
or ranch to increase signifi- 
cantly, primarily through 
tho increase in the value of 
tho hind. In addition, farm- 
ers and ranchers generally 
have few assets that may 
easily ho converted to cash 
to pny estate taxes. If there 
is not enough cash to pay 


••state luxes. n farmer’s or 
rancher's family is often 
forced to sell part nr all of 
Hit* property to raise enough 
cash for the payment of 

these taxes. However, pro- 
fessional assistance can 
help to alluviate the burden 
of the estate tax and 
increase the portion of an 
estate that passes to your 
family. 

One method to avoid a 
forced sole of a farm or 
ranch In pny estate taxes is 
through the deferral of n 
portion of the estate taxes 
due at death. An estate is 
permitted to elect to pay n 
portion of the estate tax in 
two to ten annual install- 
ments. Interest must be 
paid on the portion of the 
taxes that are not paid im- 
mediately. 

The deferral of estate 
taxes, which is often over- 
looked by estate planners, 
can only be elected if certain 
conditions are met. Two of 
these conditions are; ljThe 
value of your ranch or farm 
must comprise a certain 
percentage of your estate; 
and 2) The farm or ranch 
must bo operated as a trade 


or business. 

The benefits to be derived 
from the deferral of taxes 
can be sizeable. On the 
death of a farmer or ranch- 
er, the person responsible 
far handling tho estate 
should examine the availa- 
bility nf the selection. The 
rules for qualifying for the 
deferral of estate luxes ure 
complex. Accordingly, in 
order to lake advantage of 
this lax deferral technique , 
we recommend that the 
estate's representative con- 
tact his or her tax consul- 
tant.

USDA's Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service,

African swine fever is a 
highly contagious virus dis- 
ease affecting only swine. 
Its symptoms in the acute 
form include high fever, red 
blotches on the skin, inter- 
nal bleeding, collapse of the 
iminiol and nearly 100 per- 
cent death losses in the 
herd. The disease spreads 
rapidly like virulent forms of 
hog cholera. A milder, 
chronic form of ASF, with 
reduced death losses, has 
been experienced in some 
countries. 

The disease ia spread by 
infected live pigs and pork 
products, contaminated 
garbage, feed or water, con- 
taminated premises, cloth- 
ing, footwear, and improper 
disposal of infected carcass- 
es. Eradication of ASF is 
possible only by quaran- 
tining all farms in the vicini- 
ty of an outbreak, destroy- 
ing all infected and exposed 
swine, surveying swine 
herds and cleaning and dis- 
infecting all infected and 
exposed farms. ■
